man Mao is nn his deathbed or 
R'.en seriously ill. but they sus- 
pect Peking may have run into 
a lower-level political problem.

G&F to Buy 
7 Passenger 
Airplane 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


state Game and Fish Commis- 
sion voted Tuesday to buy a 
new seven-passenger 
airplane 


for authorized travel of com- 
missioners and employes. 


The plane, which will cost 


$128,000, will replace a slightly 
smaller model the commission 
has used since 1965 for travel 
and the transportation of wild- 
life. The old plane will be sold. 


In other action, the commis- 


sion approved 
plans for the 


printing of a pamphlet for dis- 
tribution to hunters that con- 
tains the state's hunting regula- 
tions. The pamphlets are to be 
printed by Nov. 1, when a large 
portion of the hunting season 
already will have been passed. 


The commission 
authorized 


Director Andrew Hulsey to sub- 
mit a bid on 4,000 acres of bot- 
tomland hardwood habitat in Ar- 
kansas County. Also approved 
was a $67,000 bid for the con- 
struction of a visitors center at 
the Lonoke fish hatchery. 


Jim Wood, president of the 


Yell County Wildlife Federation, 
urged the commission to make 
a greater effort to increase the 
wildlife population of the Petit 
Jean River wildlife area. 


Wood told the 
commission 


that it had not paid enough at- 
tention to the deveopment of 
the area, which contains more 
than 13,000 acres. He said he 
would like to see improvement 
of the quail and dove habitat 
and development that would at- 
tract other game, such as ducks. 


Commission personnel report- 


ed that J19.900 was budgeted in 
the last fiscal year for mainten- 
ance, development and seeding 
in the area and that another 
518,000 was budgeted this year.

Senators 
Are Going 
to Dallas

BOSTON (AP) — Owner Bob 


Short and his financially trou- 
bled Washington Senators are 
headed for the lush Dallas-Fort 
Worth area and the nation's 
capital faces a lack of major 
league baseball for the first 
year since 1901. 


Short who claims to have lost 


$3 million since he purchased 
the club for a reported $9.4 mil- 
lion in 1968, won his fight to 
move late Tuesday night as 
American league owners voted 
10-2 in his favor, with only the 
Baltimore Orioles and Chicago 
White Sox opposed. 


League President Joe Cronin, 


who as a young player-man- 
ager led Washington to its last 
pennant in 1933, announced the 
action after a marathon meet- 
ing of owners, their top aides, 
attorneys and baseball commis- 
sioner Bowie Kuhn. 


The transfer marked the sec- 


ond time in a decade that 
Washington has been voted out 
of baseball. 


However, after the franchise 


moved to Minnesota in 1961, the 
league found another club for 
the capital by expanding. 


"Being an old Washington 


ballplayer, I feel very sad there 
was no other alternative, but it 
is with pleasure we welcome 
Dallas-Fort 
Worth," 
Cronin 


said more than 13 hours after 
the meeting went behind closed 
doors. 


Cronin said the transfer was 


conditional, but that merely ap- 
peared to be a formality. 


The conditions include ex- 


pansion of Turnpike Stadium in 
Arlington, between Dallas and 
Fort Worth, in the next two 
years. 


Those conditions were accept- 


ed by the American League. 


In approving the franchise 


shift, the first since Charles 0. 
Finley 
moved 
his Athletics 


from Kansas City to Oakland in 
1968, the league owners re- 
jected two Washington offers to 
purchase the Senators. 


One by a group represented

congressional Black Caucus has 
begun a purge list of white con- 
gressmen it says are voting 
against the interests of blacks 
in their districts. 


The target congressmen are 


those 
from 
closely-contested 


districts 
where black 
voters 


hold the balance of power. 


The first two members to 


make the list were Nick Gali- 
fianakis, D-N.C., and Romano 
Mazzoli, D-Ky., who voted last 
week against a tough job equal- 
ity enforcement bill backed by 
civil rights groups. 


It lost by five votes. 
"The Black Caucus considers 


this bill to have involved the 
most fundamental civil rights 
issues yet to be resolved," said 
the 13 House members 
who 


make up the Black Caucus in a 
statement Tuesday. 


"Those members who refused 


to vote in support of this bill 
simply do not deserve voter 
support from the black commu- 
nity," they said. 


Galifianakis, whose district is 


one-fourth black, was re-elected 
to a fourth term last November 
with a majority of 52.3 per cent 
of the vote. Mazzoli. with a 15 
per cent black district, won a 
first term by 211 votes—a 50.1 
per cent margin. 


"The black community over- 


whelmingly 
supported 
both," 


the Caucus said. 


In last week's vote Galifian- 


akis and Mazzoli supported a 
Republican-backed 
substitute 


which was adopted by a vote of 
202 to 197. It is now awaiting 
Senate action. 


The caucus called the vote,

who seek equality of opportun- 
ity in employment." It said 35 
members from districts with 
large black constituencies voted 
for the substitute, but Mazzoli 
and Galifianakis were singled 
out at this time because they 
had su-.'h narrow election vic- 
tories.

French Prison 
Hostages 
Murdered 


CLAIRVAUX, France 
( A P i 


— 
Gendarmes blasted their 


way into the prison hospital 
early today and authorities said 
they found two hostages held 
by two mutineering prisoners 
had been killed—their throats 
cut. 


The prisoners 
had over- 


powered a guard and a female 
prison nurse and held them 
hostage for 20 hours. The con- 
victs demanded their freedom. 


The French penitentiary di- 


rector, Jean le Corno, had gone 
to prison to attempt to nego- 
tiate with the convicts, Claude 
Buffet and Roger Bontemps. 
They demanded arms and am- 
munition. Le Corno said they 
could leave the prison, but 
without arms. 


Finally, the door leading to 


the prison hospital, where the 
convicts held the hostages, was 
blasted open with a plastic ex- 
plosive. The guard, Guy Giara- 
dot, 25, was found dead, and 
the nurse, Nicole Comte, 35, 
was dying. The two convicts 
were injured and were taken 
into custody. 


Le Corno had been sent to the 


prison by Minister of Justice 
Rene Pleven. Le Corno said the 
convicts demanded that they be 
given three revolvers, a subma- 
chine gun and 250 shells. They 
also asked that they be allowed 
to take the hostages with them 
as they left the prison. 


"After the two prisoners re- 


fused all of our propositions, in- 
cluding one to let them free but 
without arms, it was decided to 
enter the prison hospital by 
force," Le Corno said. 


The two convicts were taken 


to a nearby hospital for treat- 
ment. Six prisoners who were 
uninjured and were evacuated.

Nuclear Bomb 
Is Lowered 
in Alaska 


WASHINGTON 
( A P < - A 


five-megaton nuclear bomb had 
been lowered at least 300 feet 
into an underground Alaskan 
test site last week even though 
President Nixon hadn't given 
official approval for the blast, 
congressional sources say. 


The 
bomb, 
largest 
ever 


planned for a subterranean test 
in North America, was being 
taken to its blast site more 
than a mile below the surface 
when the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission furloughed a third of 
its work force last Thursday, 
the sources added. 


The AEC declined 
to say 


where the bomb is now, citing 
security reason, but the agency 
did say it would take at least a 
week to lower the device into 
the testing area. 


The official adminitration po- 


sition is that President Nixon 
has not yet given his approval 
to the test and, therefore, no 
date has been determined for 
setting off the bomb at the 
Aleutian island of Amchitka off 
the coast of Alaska. 


However, the 
congressional 


sources said they had been told 
by university researchers work- 
ing on the project the bomb 
was set to explode sometime 
between Oct. 1 and Oct. 7 


The AEC acknowledged early 


October would be the time it 
wanted the test, if approved, 
but refused to say if the deci- 
sion to lay off 300 of 780 work- 
ers meant the explosion had 
been 
postponed.

pointed to two developments he 
indicated could be involved: the 
Sept. 26 visit to Alaska of 
Japanese Emporer Hirohito and 
a Canadian tour next month by 
Soviet Premier Alexei Kosygin.

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Individually Youths 
Praised, Collectively 
They Are Rated Bad

DEWITT; Ark. (AP)-Around 


DeWitt, uninvolved persons do 
not generally think of the Wam- 
pler murder defendants as a 
group of good boys. 


Individually, the youngsters 


occasionally draw remarks of 
praise, but collectively they 
more often are rated a bad 
bunch. 


Ironically, 
the 
youngster 


least condemned by the citizens 
was the one first condemned by 
the state. 


He is Joe Newton Kagebien, 


16, whose execution Oct. 11 has 
been stayed 
by Gov. Dale 


Bumpers. 


Kagebien had lived with his 


grandmother, Mrs. Bessie Mc- 
Kennon, in her DeWitt home for 
only a few months before the 
shotgun death of Jimmie Wayne 
Wampler, 
27, of Fairoaks 


(Cross County). 


The youth's fellow defendants, 


who are in the Arkansas Coun- 
ty Jail awaiting trial, are Benny 
Ray West, 16, Teddy Ray Kitt- 
ler, 16, and Larry L. Mannis, 
17, all of DeWitt. 


Mayor John Schallhorn said 


folks in DeWitt believe the out- 
come of their trials is a fore- 
gone conclusion: conviction. 


"I've come to the conclusion 


that the people feel there needs 
to be an example 
made," 


Schallhorn said. "They fell bad 
about having it done in DeWitt, 
but that they need to show kids 
that justice can be carried out. 
They feel something should be 
done, drastic, and should be 
done now. 


"Folks believe they know 


what's going to happen," he 
said. "They've kind of encour- 
aged kids to come up and hear 
it so they would see what can 
happen when you get into trou- 
ble. I think it will make the 
kids realize what can happen. 


"Heretofore, it has all been a 


force to go before judges from 
the Municipal Court on up," the 
mayor said. "The consequences 
have been small compared to 
what they should be. They get 
sentenced to one year and get 
out in three months and think 


V they're smart. „ . 
. » 


"I think children and people 


in their early 20s will realize 
what can happen and will think 
more," said Schallhorn, 31, who 
has been mayor 
for seven 


years. 


Last Nov. 7, DeWitt police 


were notified by Mannis, West 
and Kagebien of "a killing." 
West led police to Wampler's 
nude body in a field by a lone- 
ly road about eight miles south 
of DeWitt. 


Authorities said Wampler had 


been shot in the left side of the 
head with a 16-guage shotgun at 
point - blank range. The right 
side of the head also was 
crushed. The ribs showed signs 
of a beating. The back bore cir- 
cular marks such as might be 
caused by "gouging" with a 
pipe or gun barrel, police testi- 
fied. 


Kagebien, the only defendant 


tried thus far, testified that he 
did not shoot Wampler. He said, 
though, that he struck Wampler 
once with a rifle when the rice 
farmer came toward him. The 
defense said Wampler had at- 
tempted homosexual acts with 
the youths and that an alterca- 
tion resulted. 


"I feel that the boy hung him- 


self in some of the statements 
he made," Schallhorn 
said. 


"People here feel that he had 
as much to do with it (the death 
of Wampler) as the others. 


"There's talk that people be- 


lieve the Kagebien's boys attor- 
ney wasn't up on the case like 
he should have been," the may- 
or said. 


Kagebien 
was 
represented 


chiefly by J. W. Moncrief, 83, 
of Stuttgart. 


"People feel it's possible Kag- 


ebien might be the only one of 
the four to receive this type of 
penalty — that the other boys 
will have attorneys who might 
find loopholes the other lawyer 
didn't," Schallhorn 
said. "If 


that happens I'll feel bad about 
it — I'll feel that this boy got 
the short end of the rope." 


Some people in DeWitt think 


all four of the youths had gotten 
the short end of it for a long 
time. 


A sales clerk in one store on 


the town square, who asked that 
she not be named, put it this 
way: "They were from families 
tnat weren't real well off. The 
kids didn't get much discipline. 
They 
were 
allowed 
to 
run 


around too much at night. It's 
hard to blame them, but some- 
thing like a killing can't just be 
excused. Somebody has got to 


be punished." 


Mrs. Billie Burton, who works 


in a sporting goods store, re- 
calls that she formerly worked 
at another store where people 
paid their telephone bills. Ted- 
dy Kittler's family sent him 
around to pay their bill, she said. 


"He was always clean, neat, 


polite, real nice. I never had 
any trouble with him. If I ever 
sold him anything, I guess it 
was BBs. I was real surprised 
that he was involved in this 
thing," Mrs. Burton said. 


She added: "There's three 


men running loose in DeWitt 
who killed people. Some in this 
town get more for running a 
stop sign than for killing a man. 
I don't think it's right to let the 
adults off and stick it to the 
children. It's a pitiful shame 
that just goes back to their 
home life." 


Sandra Vanderford, a store 


clerk, said she knew both West 
and Kittler. West worked one 
summer on the farm of her 
grandfather, Floyd Halbert, she 
said. 


"Benny was always real nice 


to me," she said. "He would 
say 'yes, sir' and 'no, sir' and 
would show people respect. I 
liked Benny West. 


"But Teddy Kittler was mean. 


I've known him since the third 
grade. He was always mean. He 
just walked around the streets 
a lot and tried to pick fights 
with people. If he didn't like 
somebody, he'd just go up and 
say something ugly to start 
trouble with them. He was just 
a mean kid," Miss Vanderford 
said. 


Of the four, Kagebien was the 


only one who had no previous 
record of trouble for traffic vio- 
lations or in Municipal Court. 


West, however, had been com- 


mitted to the boys training 
school at Pine Bluff in connec- 
tion with larceny, one of sev- 
eral cases in which he had been 
involved prior to Wampler's 
death. 


Mannis had paid fines for sev- 


eral minor offenses and Kitt- 
ler also had been fined for pet- 
ty larceny, fighting and drink- 
ing intoxicants while a minor. 


Mrs. McKennon, grandmother 


to both Kagebien and Mannis, 
who are cousins, said, "I cau- 
tioned Joey about running with 
Larry. I told him it could lead 
nowhere but to trouble. I don't 
want to say anything to hurt 
anybody. I don't see how it 
could—it's only the truth and 
the truth never hurt anybody." 


She said even Mannis' mother 


had told Kagebien to avoid her 
son's company. 


Besides the Kittlers' yellow, 


two-story, frame house, Benny's 
mother, barefoot in the grass, 
takes clothes from a line as she 
talks with a reporter about how 
she gets little rest these days. 
Black pounches lay under her 
eyes. 


"He's never been in trouble 


before, nothing serious," she 
said. "Well, there was one 
thing, it involved fighting. His 
older brother was in the Army 
and was home then. He was 
pretty well drunk. He wanted 
Teddy to go somehwere and 
Teddy didn't want to go. They 
got to fighting." 


Kittler's father, formerly a 


a rice farmer, fell ill, then re- 
covered, but has not worked in 
some time, she said. 


Teddy and the other defend- 


ants awaiting trial are held in 
the Arkansas County Jail a few 
blocks away. Visiting is limited 
to one hour per week, on Sun- 
day afternoons. A half - block 
from the Kittler house, at one 
corner of the broad sidewalk 
around the town square, the 
name of one of Kittler's sisters, 
Carol, has been etched into a 
recemented section. 


Schallhorn said Kittler used to 


shop in the mayor's hardware 
store. 


"He was quiet around me," 


Schallhorn said. "I never had 
any trouble with him. He al- 
ways seemed preoccupied, al- 
ways thinking. I don't know 
what he was thinking about, but 
he was always thinking. I liked 
him myself." 


Mrs. Dorothy Winans, daugh- 


ter of Mrs. McKennon, lays 
much of the trouble to the avail- 
ability of alcoholic beverage to 
DeWitt youngsters. 


"I think drinking had a lot to 


do with it," she said. "Kids can 
get alcohol anyplace in this 
town. The people who sell ought 
to get hung, not the kids." 


Mrs. McKennon, an ardent 


churchgoer, says that if any- 
thing, the citizens of DeWitt 
have treated her "more kinder" 
since her grandson was con- 


Unauthorized 
Welds Ordered, 
Says Official 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


former vice president in charge 
of manufacturing for the Selb 
Manufacturing Co. of Walnut 
Ridge said he had been ordered 
to make unauthorized welds in 
parts the firm made for the F- 
111 jet fighter-bomber. 


Kenneth W. Hunn of Poca- 


hontas said in U.S. District 
Court here Monday that Selb 
President Harry C. Bass Jr. 
had directly ordered him to 
make the welds and "don't get 
caught." 


Bass and his company are on 


trial on charges of conspiring 
to defraud the government by 
concealing defects in F - 111 
parts made for Selb under con- 
tract to the General Dynamics 
Corp. General Dynamics sub- 
contracted for the parts. 


Hunn was one of seven per- 


sons charged with concealing 
the defects. He came before the 
court in April and pleaded no 
contest to charges. He has not 
been sentenced yet. 


Hunn said he had had several 


conversations with Bass concern- 
ing the unauthorized welds. He 
said one of those conversations 
occurred in April 1969, 


"I told Mr. Bass we were out 


of good parts to send to Gen- 
eral Dynamics," he said. "Mr. 
Bass told me to weld the parts 
up and not get caught." 


On 
cross-examination 
by 


Bass' attorney, Hunn said that 
General Dynamics officials had 
complained several times that 
Selb was not supplying them 
with the parts fast enough. He 
said a delegation from General 
Dynamics came to Selb to try 
to see if they could increase 
Selb's production. 


Hunn said that the steel bil- 


lets used in the parts and furn- 
ished by General 
Dynamics 


were often faulty. 


He said that some of the bil- 


lets had "hard spots" that 
could not be cut and that others 
were warped and twisted. 


Bass' attorney introduced in 


evidence several letters written 
by Hunn to General Dynamics 
complaining about the inferiori- 
ty of the parts. 


Earlier in the day, Melvin C. 


Davis of Walnut Ridge, former 
Selb plant manager, also testi- 
fied that many of the billets 
sent by General Dynamics to 
Selb were unfit to use in mak- 
ing the finished parts. 


Davis also pleaded no contest 


to charges in regard to the Selb 
operation. He has not been sen- 
tenced. 
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victed. 


"It's 
smypathy, I imagine.

Rockefeller commuted 15 of the 
sentences and Bumpers com- 
muted the other. 


Kagebien's father lives 
at 


Lodge Corner. He never caused 
trouble in DeWitt, people said. 
Joey's mother visited him after 
his arrest. Afflicted with an ail- 
ment, she finds relief away from 
Arkansas, Mrs. McKennon said. 
The mother did not attend the 
trial. 


"It grieves his heart, I know, 


but he's the kind of kid who 
don't let it show too bad," Mrs. 
McKennon said. 


She recalls that Kagebien 


spent months in jail awaiting 
trial, but one day the sheriff 
brought Joey by his grand- 
mother's house and saw his old 
dog, Jada. 


"She didn't know him, he'd 


been gone so," Mrs. McKennon 
said. 


"He said, 
'Grandma, she 


don't know me no more.' 


"I told him, 'She will again.'" 
Now Kagebien, confined at 


Cummins Prison Farm, is an 
avid reader, especially in the 
Bible, she said. Among his re- 
cent favorites were the scrip- 
tures about Jezebel, her iniquity 
and consequent punishment, and 
the exodus, Israel's freedom 
from bondage. 


There are no known orig- 


inal copies ot the Bible ex- 
tant.
